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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 


The  Board  organized  with  the  choice  of  Mr.  Maxfield  as 
chairman  and  Mr.  Brownell  as  clerk. 

Miss  Lillian  H.  Simas  was  chosen  as  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

During  the  year,  upon  presentation  by  New  Bedford  of 
properly  itemized  accounts,  the  old  bridge  bills,  amounting 
to  $2,979.62  were  paid.  These  were  referred  to  in  our  re- 
port last  year  as  being  held  up  because  of  the  failure  of  New 
Bedford  to  furnish  bills  in  proper  form. 

The  New  Bedford  Gas  & Edison  Light  Co.,  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  has  laid  its  mains 
and  pipes  in  most  of  the  streets  of  the  town  where  the  de- 
mand for  gas  warranted  it,  and  we  believe  at  the  present 
time  is  furnishing  satisfactory  service. 

In  accordance  with  a vote  of  the  Town  and  after  securing 
bids  and  investigating  different  fnakes,  the  Board  pur- 
chased out  of  the  general  highway  fund  a Buffalo-Pitts  road 
roller.  We  also  purchased,  after  making  similar  investiga- 
tion and  securing  bids,  a portable  crusher,  within  the  sum 
appropriated  by  the  Town  for  that  purpose. 

A year  ago  the  Town  vote#  to  maintain  a hydrant  on 
Cedar  street,  near  Pleasant  street,  but  upon  taking  up  the 
matter  with  the  Water  Company,  we  found  that  the  com- 
pany’s mains  didn’t  extend  to  that  location,  and  under  the 
contract  between  the  Town  and  the  Water  Company,  the 
company  is  required  to  install  hydrants  only  at  points  where 
its  mains  extend.  Owing  to  the  presence  of  an  extensive 
ledge  the  cost  of  extending  the  main  was  prohibitive,  and  the 
company  was  obliged  to  decline  to  install  a hydrant  as  called 
for  by  the  vote.  The  same  situation  existed  with  regard  to 
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the  hydrants  on  Spring  street,  but  here  the  company  ex- 
tended its  mains,  as  it  was  possible  for  it  to  do  so  without 
unreasonable  expense. 

The  Board  conveyed  to  Albert  C.  Aiken  a small  tract  of 
land  at  the  south  end  of  Walnut  street  and  obtained  from 
him  all  his  interest  in  the  land  covered  by  the  extension  of 
William  street. 

The  matter  of  the  construction  of  a sewer  in  Howland 
road  was  taken  up,  and  it  appeared  at  once  that  the  appro- 
priation of  $2,500  would  not  take  care  of  the  expense  of 
having  the  work  properly  done.  After  a discussion  it  was 
decided  not  to  raise  the  $2,500  voted,  but  to  begin  a more 
comprehensive  scheme  for  a sewerage  system  in  that  terri- 
tory. That  scheme  was  carried  out  and  Mr.  Frank  M.  Met- 
calf, C.  E.,  was  engaged  to  do  the  engineering  work.  This 
was  completed  and  the  matter  taken  before  the  State  Board 
of  Health  and  Board  of  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners. 
The  plan  at  first  provided  that  the  pipe  should  not  extend 
to  the  harbor  line,  but  at  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  the  plan  was  changed  so  that  the  pipe  should  ex- 
tend to  the  harbor  line.  This  made  it  a matter  beyond  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners  and 
made  it  necessary  for  the  Town  to  get  legislative  action  au- 
thorizing going  beyond  the  harbor  line.  The  Sewer  Commis- 
sioners petitioned  for  the  necessary  legislation  and  filed  a 
bill  covering  the  plan.  A hearing  has  been  held  by  the  leg- 
islative committee,  but  no  decision  has  yet  been  reached. 

With  regard  to  the  extension  of  the  Shone  sewer  in 
Church  street,  it  seems  to  be  wiser  not  to  do  this,  as  the 
Shone  system  is  already  taxed  to  its  capacity.  It  seems 
better  to  take  care  of  this  territory  on  Church  street,  east 
of  Laurel,  and  on  Pleasant  street,  south  of  Church,  by  an 
extension  of  the  gravity  system  which  is  already  laid  as  far 
as  the  corner  of  Farmfield  lane  and  Laurel  street.  This 
plan  will  be  carried  out  by  the  laying  out  of  a street  from 
Laurel  street  east  to  Pleasant  street,  between  Church  street 
and  Farmfield  lane.  The  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  meeting 
last  year  under  Article  21  should  be  rescinded,  and  then  it 
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would  be  proper  for  the  next  Board  of  Selectmen  to  lay  out 
such  a street.  Then  the  Town  can  be  asked  to  appropriate 
money  for  the  extension  of  the  gravity  sewer  as  proposed. 

The  Board  has  investigated  the  matter  of  procuring  a 
parcel  of  land  and  the  erection  of  a building  for  the  storage 
of  the  road  roller,  spraying  machine,  and  other  machinery, 
wagons,  and  implements  belonging  to  the  Town.  We  feel 
that  the  most  advantageous  plan  would  be  to  locate  this 
building  on  the  Town  Farm,  fronting  on  the  Sconticut  Neck 
road.  This  would  save  the  expense  of  buying  land  for  the 
purpose  and  also  be  a location  as  reasonably  convenient  as 
any.  The  cost  of  a building  sufficiently  large  to  accomplish 
the  purpose  not  to  exceed  $1,200.00. 

In  connection  with  the  requirements  of  the  Town  for 
financing  for  the  coming  year,  we  have  to  report  the  follow-

Although  we  feel  that  the  Town’s  debt  should  be  paid  as 
it  becomes  due.  it  seems  perhaps  not  improper  to  renew 
$2,000  of  the  notes,  which  would  leave  a balance  to  be  pro- 
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vided  for  of  $17,805.54.  There  is  already  on  hand  a credit 
to  debt  and  interest  of  $1,000,  leaving  a balance  of 
$16,805.54  to  be  appropriated,  and  we  urge  that  no  deduction 
be  made  from  this  amount.

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REPORT  OF  SUPT.  OF  STREETS. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Mr.  Charles  P.  Max- 
field,  Superintendent  of  Streets.  Mr.  Henry  C.  Pierce  was 
selected  as  foreman. 

All  bills  for  current  expenses  of  the  highway  department 
were  paid  when  they  were  presented,  this  leaves  the  entire 
department  free  from  debt  and  with  a balance  to  the  credit 
of  the  department  of  $770.96. 

There  was  also  paid  from  the  highway  account  $2,500.00 
for  the  purchase  of  a road  roller  in  accordance  with  the  vote 
of  the  town,  which  was  voted  at  the  previous  annual  town 
meeting. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Street  Department  to  keep  the 
streets  of  the  town  as  clean  and  tidy  as  possible,  keeping  up 
the  general  character  of  our  town  for  cleanliness. 

The  use  of  oil  on  the  streets  we  have  found  by  the  last 
three  year’s  experience  to  be  a great  help  in  preserving  our 
streets,  both  as  a binder  and  preventing  the  top  covering  of 
our  macadamized  streets  being  blown  away  in  dust,  and, 
viewed  from  a sanitary  point,  the  use  of  oil  is  recommended 
by  the  physicians  of  the  town. 

We  therefore  bought  7,489  gallons  of  Roadaline  and  7,476 
gallons  of  Dustoline  oils,  the  results  of  its  use  have  been  very 
satisfactory,  in  fact,  some  of  the  streets  needed  but  one  appli- 
cation this  year,  as  last  year’s  treatment  was  visible  upon  the 
streets  least  used.  The  cost  of  oil  and  applying  to  the  high- 
ways was  $975.00. 

During  the  year  the  main  work  done  by  the  Street  De- 
partment has  been  the  macadamizing  of  the  principal  streets 
leading  into  the  town,  viz : North  Main  street,  from  the 
Oxford  school  house  to  the  Acushnet  mill,  each  side  of  Hut- 
tlestone  avenue  from  Main  to  Green  street  and  a part  of 


Washington  street,  the  outlying  roads  of  the  town  was  at- 
tended to  where  most  needed. 

As  ordered  at  the  previous  town  meeting  Rotch  street 
between  Center  and  Union  and  Union  between  Pleasant 
and  Rotch  was  repaired  and  put  in  good  condition  at  a cost 
of  $150.00. 

As  voted  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  the  Selectmen  in- 
structed the  Street  Department  to  build  the  necessary  sand 
catchers  and  lay  the  necessary  pipes  for  same,  at  the  corner 
of  Center  and  Rotch  streets,  in  compliance  with  order.  The 
Street  Department  built  the  sand  catchers  and  laid  120  feet 
of  20  inch  akron  pipe,  this  makes  the  condition  of  Rotch 
street  very  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

The  portable  stone  crusher  bought  by  the  Selectmen  for 
the  use  of  the  Street  Department,  has  proved  by  constant 
use  to  be  the  best  investment  the  town  has  made  in  street 
work,  the  crusher  itself  is  strong  and  made  for  hard  work 
crushing  on  an  average  85  tons  per  day.  and  it  being  portable 
it  can  be  placed  near  the  work  being  done,  thus  saving  cart- 
ing. 

The  New  Bedford  Gas  & Electric  Light  Co.  laid  several 
miles  of  gas  pipes  in  the  streets  this  year.  After  they  had 
thoroughly  puddled  the  trenches  they  employed  the  Street 
Department  to  finish  and  leave  the  streets  in  as  good  condi- 
tion as  they  found  them.  By  the  use  of  the  road  roller  and 
screenings  the  streets  are  in  a very  satisfactory  condition. 
For  this  service  the  town  received  from  the  Gas  Co.  $352.00. 

The  cost  of  removing  snow  from  the  streets  in  which  are 
car  tracks  was  $142.74  during  the  year  just  ended.  One 
half  the  amount  has  been  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  by  the 
Union  Street  Railway  Co. 

The  following  is  a brief  statement  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Street  Department  during  the  year:

The  town  has  on  hand  fully  400  tons  of  stone  for  crusher 
purposes. 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  law  which 
prohibits  placing  any  rubbish  or  other  material  in  the  high- 
ways of  the  town.  As  many  of  our  citizens,  janitors  of  our 
public  buildings  and  churches,  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
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cleaning  their  yards  and  lawns  of  grass,  leaves,  &e.,  then 
raking  or  sweeping  the  same  into  the  streets,  this  law 
applies.  Trusting  this  notice  will  be  sufficient,  and  that  we 
all  use  barrels  in  which  to  place  our  refuse  in  the  future, 
by  so  doing  it  will  be  received  by  the  ash  cart. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  do 
all  they  can  to  separate  the  waste  paper  from  the  ashes.  Per- 
haps if  they  would  burn  the  paper,  or  have  a separate  barrel  or 
box  to  place  the  paper  in  it  would  help  the  matter,  but,  we  are 
fully  satisfied  something  must  be  done  to  abate  the  nuisance 
which  now  exists.

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  met  April  7 and  or- 
ganized as  follows :

At  the  annual  town  meeting  $5,000  was  appropriated  for 
sewer  maintenance.  As  it  took  $1,500  to  pay  back  bills,  and 
Bridge,  Ferry  and  Spring  street  ejectors  came  to  expensive 
repairs,  we  undoubtedly  would  have  kept  within  our  ap- 
propriation. At  the  annual  town  meeting  it  was  voted  that 
the  Sewer  Commissioners  look  into  the  cost  of  building  a 
sewer  in  Church  and  South  Pleasant  streets  and  report  at 
a future  town  meeting.  We  think  it  will  cost  about  $1,600. 

The  Howland  road  sewer  is  still  in  abeyance,  and  as  yet 
the  permit  has  not  been  granted  by  the  state.  As  soon  as  the 
permit  is  given  the  Sewer  Commissioners  will  proceed  to 
build  the  same.  The  Sewer  Commissioners  estimate  that 
this  sewer  will  cost  $5,000. 

We  are  obliged  to  report  the  sewer  pumping  station  to  be 
in  a very  unsatisfactory  condition.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven  : — 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  annual  re- 
port for  the  year  1911. 

The  Board  organized  March  10,  1911  with  Joseph  B.  Peck 
chairman  and  Bertha  F.  Carl  Frommell  secretary. 

The  Board  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Fairhaven  Benevo- 
lent Society  for  money  enough  to  keep  a patient  at  Sassaquin 
Sanatorium,  whereas,  without  this  assistance  the  patient 
would  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Institution. 

The  Board  has  received  numerous  complaints  of  nuisances 
and  unsanitary  conditions.  Upon  notice  to  the  owners  of 
such  property  the  nuisances  in  nearly  every  case  have  been 
attended  to  or  abated. 

The  Board  has  met  regularly  twice  a month  with  but  few 
exceptions  with  all  members  present. 

Two  slaughter  house  licenses  were  granted,  one  of  which 
was  revoked  until  owner  placed  premises  in  a sanitary  con- 
dition to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 

During  the  hog  disease  the  Board  was  obliged  to  hire  a 
veterinary  to  inspect  for  public  safety.  There  have  been 
slaughtered  and  inspected  1,330  animals  as  follows:

The  town  has  been  very  fortunate  in  regard  to  the  few 
infections  and  contagious  diseases  reported.  There  were  8 
Typhoid,  3 Varicella,  1 Scarlet  Fever,  2 Diphtheria,  2 Tuber- 
culosis. 
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No  deaths  from  any  of  the  above.  The  majority  of  the 
farms  were  visited  by  the  Board  and  found  in  good  condi- 
tion. Instructions  were  given  to  the  farmers  where  neces- 
sary and  we  would  suggest  that  the  Board  make  an  annual 
visit  to  the  farms  and  try  and  better  conditions  each  suc- 
ceeding year. 

All  persons  selling  milk  in  town  have  been  requested  to 
procure  a license  and  the  sum  of  $16.00  was  realized  and 
turnd  into  the  treasury.  We  recommend  that  the  swine  dis- 
trict be  extended  and  defined  and  no  one  allowed  to  keep 
swine  within  said  district  without  a permit  from  the  Board 
of  Health. 

The  Board  regrets  the  trouble  the  irregular  collection  of 
swill  has  made  to  the  citizens  during  the  year.  This  has  been 
unavoidable,  the  reason  being  that  the  swill  contractor 
served  without  pay,  (the  town  making  no  appropriation) 
thus  rendering  the  Board  powerless  to  enforce  systematic 
and  proper  collection. 

The  Board  respectfully  asks  for  an  appropriation  of 
$1 ,000.00  for  the  ensuing  year.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS. 


Fairhaven,  Mass.,  Feb.  12,  1912. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — I herewith  respectfully  submit  my  annual 
report  as  Inspector  of  Animals  as  follows: 

During  the  last  year  I inspected  93  stables,  finding  in  most 
cases  an  improvement  over  the  conditions  of  last  year,  70 
being  well  lighted,  42  well  ventilated,  and  88  kept  clean. 

I examined  in  all  958  animals ; 526  cows,  148  young  cattle, 
15  bulls.  6 oxen,  262  swine,  and  1 sheep. 

I condemned  2 cows  for  tuberculosis,  the  owner  of  one 
receiving  pay  from  the  state,  and  the  owner  of  the  other 
being  allowed  to  sell  to  the  rendering  establishment. 

In  the  fall  a panic  was  caused  by  a report  of  hog  cholera, 
which  was  put  into  circulation,  people  supposing  hundreds 
of  swine  to  have  died  from  this  disease.  Examination  by 
expert  veterinarians,  however,  proved  the  disease  to  be 
“ anaemia, ” caused  by  the  excessive  heat,  the  blood  being 
greatly  impoverished  and  the  system  run  down.  The  entire 
loss  of  swine  from  all  causes  was  about  75.

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TREE  WARDEN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven : 

The  Tree  Warden  herewith  respectfully  submits  his  an- 
nual report  for  the  year  1911. 

The  spraying  of  the  public  shade  trees  was  thorough  and 
successful.  Following  the  precedent  of  former  years  we 
sprayed,  at  the  expense  of  the  owners,  a good  proportion  of 
the  privately  owned  trees  both  in  Fairhaven,  Mattapoisett 
and  Acushnet. 

Many  of  the  old  trees  show  signs  of  deterioration  and 
will  have  to  be  removed  from  time  to  time  to  insure  safety 
in  travel.  Fifteen  of  these  trees  had  to  be  removed  this  sea- 
son, which  means  added  expense  to  this  department.  Aver- 
age cost  per  tree  twenty  dollars.  As  much  trimming  was 
performed  as  was  necessary  to  insure  the  safety  of  traffic, 
and  no  more.  The  trees  of  Fairhaven  are  a valuable  asset, 
and  in  order  to  preserve  them  the  bug  must  be  fought,  the 
dead  limbs  removed  and  the  dead  trees  taken  down  and 
stumps  and  roots  taken  out  and  new  trees  planted  to  take 
their  places. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Fairhaven  Improvement 
Association  the  department  planted  one  hundred  and  thirty 
trees.  Some  were  planted  on  new  developed  streets  and 
some  were  planted  to  replace  losses,  and  through  the  gener- 
osity of  Mr.  Warren  Delano  of  New  York  sixty-five  trees 
were  planted  on  one  new  street  in  the  north  end  of  the 
town. 

The  Tree  Warden  has  received  numerous  complaints  of 
children  breaking  the  young  trees  and  making  hitching 
posts  of  the  trees,  many  of  the  trees  showing  signs  of  being 
bitten.  The  Tree  Warden  had  placed  on  each  tree  a piece  of 
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wire  netting  covering  the  places  already  bitten.  Upon 
notice  to  the  owners  of  horses  the  nuisances  in  nearly  every 
case  have  been  promptly  attended  to  without  further 
trouble. 

The  Tree  Warden  respectfully  recommends  that  the  sum 
of  $1,200.00  be  appropriated  to  accomplish  the  work  of 
maintenance  and  preservation.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : — 

Gentlemen : — The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  pre- 
sent their  report  from  Feb.  1,  1911  to  Feb.  1,  1912. 

We  have  had  12  bell  alarms  and  21  still  alarms.  The  total 
value  of  property  wherein  fire  has  occurred  is  estimated  to  be 
about  $48,500  and  the  loss  $12,506.  Of  this  loss  $10,650  was 
outside  of  the  hydrant  district. 

We  recommend  that  $85  be  appropriated  to  be  used  for- 
repairing  and  painting  Hose  wagon  No.  2 and  Protecting 
Society  wagon. 

We  recommend  that  a fire  alarm  signal,  bell  or  whistle  be 
installed  near  the  north  end  of  the  town.  We  also  recom- 
mend that  an  up-to-date  hose  wagon  be  purchased  to  take  the 
place  of  the  reel  now  in  use  at  Station  No.  3,  and,  that  the 
reel  be  stationed  somewhere  in  East  Fairhavn.

FOREST  WARDEN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen : — I herewith  present  to  you  my  report  from  Feb. 
1st.  1911,  to  Feb.  1st.,  1912. 

Owing  to  the  high  winds  and  dry  seasons  forest  fires  were 
so  numerous  that  it  was  hard  work  to  keep  track  of  them. 
A locomotive  on  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R.  was  known  to 
have  started  five  fires  in  one  day.  The  number  of  fires 
handled  by  the  department  was  32.  Number  of  acres 
burned  over,  about  300.  The  Protecting  Society  wagon, 
with  its  load  of  chemical  tanks  and  shovels  has  been  of 
great  service  to  the  department.  I hope  that  whoever  is  at 
the  head  of  this  department  next  year,  will  make  special 
arrangements  to  have  this  wagon  run  to  all  forest  fires.

REPORT  SUPT.  OF  FIRE  ALARM. 


During  the  past  two  or  three  years  the  various  companies 
using  our  streets  for  their  wires  have  renewed  the  same, 
using  modern  methods,  the  Telephone  company  displacing 
their  numerous  wires  with  cables,  thereby  giving  better  ser- 
vice and  eliminating  many  unsightly  wires.  The  electric 
light  service  has  been  greatly  improved  by  having  its  wires 
renewed  from  direct  attachment  on  our  trees  and  placed 
on  out-rigged  cross  arms  which  has  eliminated  short  circuits 
and  consequent  poor  service  and  setting  the  trees  on  fire  as 
was  formerly  of  frequent  occurrence.  Also  the  old  carbon 
filament  street  lights  have  been  replaced  by  a modern 
system  of  tungsten  lamps  of  greater  candle  power,  and  it  is 
the  first  time  in  years  that  the  streets  have  been  so  well 
lighted  at  night. 

On  Main  street  north  from  the  bridge  the  various  compan- 
ies have  united  to  form  a joint  line  which  has  done  away 
with  three  sets  of  poles  and  made  a much  better  appearance 
of  the  street.  This  method  is  being  carried  out  as  far  as 
possible  as  the  future  policy  of  the  town  as  regards  pole 
lines. 

The  fire  alarm  has  been  divided  from  one  into 
three  sections,  making  it  possible  to  find  trouble  quickly  and 
leaving  a large  part  of  the  system  working  during  such 
time. 

With  the  exception  of  Adams  street  and  East  Fairhaven 
all  of  the  wires  and  cross  arms  have  been  renewed  at  very 
small  expense  to  the  town  as  the  Electric  Light  Co.  and 
Telephone  Co.  have  very  kindly  helped  out  with  the  work 
and  much  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  frequent  and  generous 
help  at  various  times  with  the  town  wires.  During  the  next 
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year  it  is  advisable  to  renew  the  rest  of  the  wires  which 
have  been  np  already  twice  the  estimated  life  of  the  line 
material.  It  is  also  advisable  to  change  from  the  old  battery 
system  to  a modern  storage  battery  which  would  result  in 
a very  much  more  efficient  service.

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TOWN  FARM  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Poor  and  Tax  Payers  of 

Fairhaven  : — 

Gentlemen: — I hereby  submit  my  report  of  Town  Farm 
for  year  1911. 

We  have  had  from  nine  to  twelve  inmates  during  the  year. 
At  present  we  have  nine,  four  men,  four  women  and  one 
child  about  two  and  one-half  years  of  age.  During  the  year 
we  have  had  two  deaths. 

We  keep  two  horses  at  the  farm;  one  belonging  to  School 
Department  that  pays  the  Poor  Department  board  and  also 
paying  Poor  Department  for  use  of  the  other  in  transporting 
school  children  to  and  from  school.  We  keep  one  milk  cow, 
giving  all  the  milk  needed;  also  35  hens  producing  eggs 
needed. 

On  outbuildings  there  has  been  some  expense  in  repairs 
and  improvements.  The  department  had  to  build  a suitable 
storage  for  school  “bus;”  also  had  to  equip  barn  for  ac- 
commodating two  horses. 

The  improvements  for  the  inside  consist  of  the  walls  of  the 
sitting  rooms  having  been  painted  and  wood  work  oiled  by 
matron  and  warden.  The  radiators  throughout  the  build- 
ing given  a coat  of  aluminum  by  warden.  Have  grown  nice 
crop  of  vegetables  during  year.  Good  supply  stored  for 
winter. 

Mrs.  Eldridge  takes  great  interest  in  canning  beans,  corn, 
shell  beans,  string  beans,  tomatoes,  berries,  pickles  and  jel- 
lies. I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great  kindness  of 
Messrs.  N.  E.  Stevens  and  Harry  Wright  in  presenting  the 
Farm  with  25  bushels  nice  apples  for  which  we  thank  them 
very  much.

Note. 

Schools  are  often  in  session  when  weather  conditions  make 
it  unfit  for  some  children  to  attend,  in  which  case  parents 
must  make  their  own  decisions.  At  such  times  the  schools 
are  available  for  those  pupils  who  wish  to  attend. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Fairhaven: 

I have  the  honor  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  According  to 
custom,  this  report  covers  briefly  the  main  facts  relative  to 
the  organization  and  conduct  of  this  department  for  the 
school  year  ending  June,  1911,  together  with  statistics  con- 
cerning income,  expenditure,  enrolment,  attendance,  equip- 
ment, etc.,  up  to  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  January  27th, 
1912. 

The  enrolment  by  grades  and  buildings  may  be  found  on 
a later  page,  which  shows  that  the  total  enrolment  for  the 
year,  as  well  as  the  enrollment  for  the  past  fall  term,  was 
practically  the  same  as  during  the  previous  year,  though 
the  total  enrolment  in  the  High  school  has  been  increased  to 
163.  The  preparatory  class  has  an  enrolment  of  48,  an 
average  attendance  of  45,  an  increase  of  10  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  This  preparatory  class  has  been  accommodated 
in  the  old  High  school,  and  it  has  been  again  necessary  to 
transport  to  this  building  the  7th  and  8th  grades  from  Ox- 
ford. The  six  rooms  at  the  Washington  street  school  have 
been  occupied  by  the  first,  second  and  third  grades  as  for- 
merly. The  other  grades,  four  to  eight  inclusive,  have  been 
accommodated  in  the  Rogers  school,  where  the  assembly 
hall  has  been  used  for  a recitation  room  and  manual  training 
room.  Unless  there  is  some  unexpected  increase  in  enrol- 
ment before  next  September,  all  the  pupils  can  be  accom- 
modated as  at  present. 

In  Fairhaven,  since  the  last  annual  report,  twelve  new 
teachers  have  been  appointed,  which  means  that  331/2%  of 
the  teaching  force  are  new  recruits.  In  the  three  towns  of 
the  union,  twenty-two  new  teachers  have  had  to  be  secured, 
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which  number  is  nearly  50%  of  the  entire  corps.  This 
merely  indicates  that  the  supply  and  demand  works  very 
much  to  the  disadvantage  of  Fairhaven  under  the  present 
salary  schedule,  there  being  no  possibility  of  any  increase 
after  two  or  three  years’  efficient  service.  Under  these 
conditions  it  is  not  surprising  that  teaches  move  on  and  up 
when  they  are  offered  from  $100  to  $150  more  salary. 
Under  the  present  circumstances  and  salary  schedule,  every 
effort  is  being  put  forth  and  a careful  search  is  being  made, 
here  and  there,  to  find  teachers  who  have  skill  adequate  to 
fill  these  vacancies,  and  who  can  be  persuaded  to  come  to 
these  positions  at  the  salary  offered,  even  though  it  may  be 
for  only  one  year.  The  difficulties  in  this  respect  increase 
rather  than  diminish  each  year  on  account  of  the  larger 
salaries  and  competition  all  around  us. 

On  account  of  some  unusually  heavy  expenditures  under 
the  item  of  repairs  and  incidentals,  it  has  been  possible  to  buy 
comparatively  few  books.  The  expenditure  has  averaged 
about  25  cents  per  pupil.  There  was,  however,  a great  need 
for  expenditure  for  books  merely  to  replace  wear  and  tear. 
The  postponement  of  these  purchases  will  make  a larger 
expenditure  in  this  department  all  the  more  urgent  in  the 
coming  year.  The  important  items  of  repair  have  been  as 
follows : In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  as  out- 

lined in  the  last  annual  report,  the  ventilating  apparatus  at 
the  Washington  street  school  was  remodeled  and  added  to 
by  the  installation  of  a blower  and  motor  in  the  main  stack, 
with  the  necessary  extensions  and  changes  in  the  ducts  and 
stacks,  to  assist  in  carrying  off  the  foul  air  from  the  class 
rooms  and  corridors.  This  was  done  according  to  the  con- 
tract with  Everett  Green  and  the  Sturtevant  Blower  Works. 
In  this  building  also  the  plumbing  in  the  sanitaries  had  to  be 
overhauled  and  renewed.  The  exterior  of  this  building  is  in 
such  condition  as  to  indicate  the  need  of  a coat  of  paint. 

At  the  Rogers  school,  after  securing  from  Mr.  H.  H. 
Rogers  an  extension  of  the  privilege  of  using  the  lot  south 
of  the  Rogers  school,  between  Union  street  and  the  railway, 
for  a playground,  it  was  plowed  and  levelled,  and  boulders 
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were  removed  so  that  it  might  be  properly  graded  and 
seeded.  The  school  department  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Rogers 
for  contributing  several  hundred  cubic  yards  of  loam  for 
this  purpose.  It  will  be  possible  now,  to  have  a level  play- 
ground which  can  be  mowed  and  well  kept,  instead  of  the 
rough  growth  of  weeds  and  general  unkempt  condition 
which  formerly  existed. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  discussed  in  the 
last  annual  report,  the  old  desks  and  seats  in  the  two  fifth 
grade  rooms  which  were  installed  twenty-five  years  ago,  for 
first  grade  children,  were  removed  and  new  modern  adjust- 
able furniture  installed.  This  was  a change  which  was  abso- 
lutely imperative.  A new  installation  of  desks  and  seats  is 
greatly  needed  in  the  five  other  rooms  in  this  building.  At 
the  same  time  the  need  for  new  floors  in  all  the  rooms  is  no 
less  urgent  than  when  mentioned  to  your  board  in  former 
reports.  I feel  it  also  a duty  to  call  your  attention  to  a con- 
siderable amount  of  mason  work  which  needs  to  be  done 
on  the  exterior  brick  and  stone  work  of  the  building,  and 
on  the  steps  and  curbing  surrounding  the  lawn.  It  has  been 
necessary  during  the  year  to  have  minor  repairs  made  upon 
the  copper  and  slate  work  on  the  roof  and  tower  of  this 
building. 

Under  the  head  of  repairs,  I also  have  to  report,  that 
owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Sconticut  Neck  barge, 
it  was  found  necessary  either  to  buy  a new  barge,  or  have 
the  present  barge  enlarged.  It  seemed  much  cheaper  and 
more  advisable  to  enlarge  the  barge  so  as  to  accommodate 
the  present  number  of  children.  At  the  same  time  more 
extensive  repairs  had  to  be  made  upon  the  body  and  run- 
ning gear  to  put  it  in  proper  condition. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  George  Hiller,  who  for 
nine  or  ten  years  had  served  faithfully  and  efficiently  as 
driver  of  this  school  barge,  it  was  necessary  to  make  new 
arrangements.  After  some  consideration  and  investigation, 
it  was  found  feasible  and  mutually  economical  for  both  the 
school  department  and  the  poor  department,  to  make  such 
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an  arrangement  as  would  allow  Mr.  Eldridge,  superintend- 
ent of  the  Town  Farm,  to  drive  this  barge,  using  the  town 
farm  horse  with  an  additional  horse  purchased  by  the  school 
department.  This  arrangement  seems  to  work  in  a satis- 
factory manner,  and  with  a net  saving  to  the  town. 

At  the  Oxford  school  the  Educational  Art  club  voted  an 
expenditure  of  about  $75.00  for  painting  the  walls  and  tint- 
ing the  ceilings  of  two  of  the  class  rooms.  This  work  sup- 
plemented the  former  generous  expenditure  in  painting  and 
putting  in  condition  the  walls  of  the  corridors  and  hall  ways. 
When  the  other  two  rooms  are  properly  treated,  the  walls 
and  ceilings  of  this  building  will  be  in  splendid  condition. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  financial  statement  and  by  the  com- 
parative tables  appended  to  this  report,  that  the  total  expen- 
diture for  the  past  year  was  $25.00  in  excess  of  the  previous 
year.  Considering  only  the  regular  and  minor  repairs  and 
the  other  departments  of  fuel,  janitors,  books  and  supplies, 
transportation,  teachers’  salaries,  etc.,  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  conduct  the  department  on  any  smaller  appropriation 
than  was  available  last  year. 

The  regular  routine  work  of  the  school  department  has 
been  carried  on  under  the  same  plans  and  organizations  as 
in  the  past  year.  All  the  courses  at  the  High  school  have 
been  carried  on  with  the  usual  success  and  efficiency.  In 
June,  twenty-three  boys  and  girls  were  graduated.  These 
have  either  entered  profitable  employment  for  which 
the  High  school  has  given  them  opportunity  to  prepare 
themselves,  or  have  entered  normal  schools,  technical  schools 
or  colleges.  The  graduation  exercises  together  with  several 
public  literary  and  musical  exhibitions  have  reflected  credit 
upon  the  school.  The  High  school  and  its  opportunities  are 
more  and  more  appreciated  not  only  by  the  boys  and  girls, 
but  by  the  citizens  of  the  town.  Not  only  has  the  school 
plant,  but  the  school  itself  received  much  favorable  com- 
ment from  visiting  school  men,  and  from  educational 
journals.  The  appended  list  of  graduates  since  1907  indi- 
cates the  present  occupations  and  activities  of  those  who 
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have  graduated  from  the  new  High  school  building.  Not  a 
few  of  these  graduates  are  occupying  responsible  and  well 
paid  positions,  more  are  still  preparing  themselves  for 
higher  responsibilities  and  service. 

The  school  lost  during  the  year,  three  valuable  and  suc- 
cessful members  of  the  teaching  corps ; Mr.  Johnson,  who 
had  served  for  a year  as  assistant  in  the  manual  training 
department,  was  called  to  take  charge  of  the  work  in  the 
North  Adams  Normal  school,  and  the  model  schools  of  the 
city.  Miss  Norton  and  Mr.  Whitney,  who  had  been  skilful 
in  teaching  and  helpful  in  influence  since  the  beginning  of 
the  work  in  the  new  building,  resigned,  during  the  year,  hav- 
ing given  up  the  teaching  profession. 

In  spite  of  unavoidable  handicaps,  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment in  all  its  branches  has  been  conducted  with  commend- 
able success.  Teachers  upon  whom  so  large  a share  of  the 
responsibility  for  the  success  of  any  school  system  depends, 
are  entitled  to,  and  I am  sure  have  received,  the  cordial 
appreciation  of  your  board  for  their  faithful  service. 

For  your  council  and  consideration  and  very  effective 
support  in  the  work  of  the  year,  I am  especially  grateful.

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LIBRARIAN  S REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1911. 


To  the  Trustees  of  The  Millicent  Library : — 

I have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  report  of  the  librarian 
for  the  year  1911,  although  my  tenure  of  the  position  extends 
over  the  last  six  months  only. 

The  work  of  the  library  has  progressed  evenly  along  ac- 
customed lines  and  there  have  been  no  special  changes  or  in- 
novations during  the  year.  The  usual  statistics  showing  the 
growth  of  the  library  by  classes,  the  circulation  and  the  reg- 
istration have  been  tabulated  and  appear  in  the  appendices  to 
this  report.  They  will  be  only  commented  upon  in  the  body 
of  the  report. 

The  general  policy  of  the  library  in  accordance  with  the 
idea  of  its  founder,  has  been  to  confine  the  library  to  the 
limits  of  its  present  stack  capacity,  that  is  to  within  30,000 
volumes  and  to  make  it  a carefully  selected,  a well  rounded 
and  a distinctly  “live”  collection  of  books. 

In  carrying  out  this  policy,  it  is  desirable  and  even  neces- 
sary that  at  intervals  there  should  be  a careful  examination 
of  the  collection  for  the  purpose  of  weeding  out  such  books 
as  do  not  seem  to  come  up  to  a standard  determined  by  their 
practical  utility^ 

Such  are  the  rapid  developments  in  these  days  along 
scientific  and  technical  lines  and  in  social  and  even  religious 
thought,  that  the  more  popular  type  of  book  written  to  satisfy 
a popular  demand  for  knowledge  on  these  subjects,  soon  be- 
comes out  of  date,  unreliable  and  of  little  value  from  a prac- 
tical standpoint.  Such  books  take  up  valuable  space  on  the 
shelves  which  is  needed  for  the  more  recent  books  on  the 
same  subjects,  which  doubtless  in  their  turn  may  later  be 
superseded  in  the  same  manner. 
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In  the  same  category  may  be  put  the  extra  copies  of  fic- 
tion, bought  to  satisfy  a legitimate  demand  when  the  books 
were  new,  but  which,  as  the  demand  ceases,  become  stationary 
and  take  up  needed  space. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Book  Committee  in  September,  the 
librarian  was  given  permission  to  make  an  examination  of  the 
shelves  and  to  withdraw  such  books  as  seemed  to  him  to  come 
within  these  classes. 

About  three  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  of  fiction,  largely 
extra  copies,  were  thus  withdrawn  and  rejected.  As  nearly 
all  were  books  of  some  merit  and  most  of  them  were  in  very 
good  condition,  it  was  thought  best  to  prepare  a list  of  them 
and  to  offer  to  some  of  the  smaller  libraries  in  the  vicinity, 
the  opportunity  of  securing  some  of  these  books  free.  One 
hundred  have  already  been  sent  to  one  such  library,  which 
has  a very  small  appropriation  and  which  appreciated  the 
opportunity  of  securing  them. 

The  two  classes  of  philosophy  and  sociology  have  also  been 
examined  and  about  seventy  volumes  in  these  classes  have 
been  rejected.  In  these  classes  many  books  were  found  which 
semed  to  possess  considerable  merit,  but  which  had  never 
been  loaned  and  which  filled  much  needed  space  on  the 
shelves.  They  are  by  excellent  scholars,  possess  historical 
value  and  may  be  needed  at  some  time  to  supply  an  unex- 
pected call  for  information  on  these  subjects.  One  hundred 
and  sixty  of  these  books  have  been  taken  to  the  unused 
room  in  the  tower  and  placed  on  temporary  shelves.  The 
present  location  of  these  books  has  been  indicated  in  the 
catalogue  and  shelf  list. 

During  the  winter  the  other  classes  will  be  treated  in  the 
same  manner  and  when  all  have  been  examind,  an  inventory 
of  all  the  books  in  the  library  will  be  taken. 


Accessions  and  Withdrawals. 

During  the  year,  971  volumes  were  added  to  the  library, 
while  691  were  withdrawn.  This  means  a net  increase  of 
280;  the  total  number  of  bound  volumes  in  the  library,  Jan. 
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1,  1912  being  20,923.  Of  the  additions,  616  were  new  titles, 
the  remainder  being  duplicate  copies,  replacements  and 
volumes  added  to  sets  already  in  the  library.  The  most 
noteworthy  accession  of  the  year  was  the  1910  edition  of 
the  New  International  Encyclopedia  in  twenty-one  volumes. 


Binding. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty  volumes  from  the  regular  col- 
lection were  rebound  during  the  year.  These  were  carefully 
selected  from  a much  larger  number  which  needed  repair- 
ing. Some  of  the  remainder  were  discarded  to  be  replaced 
by  new  copies  and  many  were  repaired  by  the  staff. 

Many  of  the  standard  children’s  books  and  some  copies  of 
new  fiction  were  purchased  in  reenforced  publishers’  bind- 
ings. These  books  are  furnished  in  the  original  publishers’ 
covers  but  with  strengthened  backs,  at  a comparatively 
slight  additional  cost.  Our  experience,  so  far,  has  been 
that  this  additional  cost  is  more  than  balanced  by  the  ad- 
ditional number  of  times  a book  circulates  before  it  needs 
rebinding. 

Registration. 

The  new  registration,  begun  in  June,  1910,  now  numbers 
2066  cards  issued,  622  cards  being  issued  during  the  past 
year.  Ninety-six  cards  were  issued  to  non-residents  of  this 
town  and  New  Bedford,  fifty  being  issued  during  the  sum- 
mer months  to  summer  residents.  The  liberal  policy  of  the 
library  in  issuing  these  cards  has  been  especially  appre- 
ciated. 


Circulation. 

The  books  loaned  for  home  use  from  the  regular  collection 
numbered  41,606,  unbound  magazines  issued  were  6558,  the 
circulation  from  the  pay  duplicate  collection  was  1334  and 
from  the  libraries  placed  in  the  school  rooms  2938,  making 
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a total  circulation  of  52,436.  These  figures  represent  the 
largest  corculation  in  number  of  pieces  issued,  in  the  history 
of  the  library.  The  circulation  per  capita  (census  of  1910, 
5122)  was  10.2  and  for  each  borrower  registered,  (the  num- 
ber of  active  cards  is  somewhat  less  than  the  total  regis- 
tration) was  25.3. 

Two  important  changes  were  made  during  the  year  in 
the  rules  governing  the  circulation  of  books.  Early  in  the 
spring,  the  Book  Committee  voted  to  reduce  the  time  limit 
on  new  fiction  to  seven  days.  Since  the  adoption  of  this 
rule,  these  books  are  returned  to  the  library  as  soon  as 
they  are  read  and  there  are  fewer  complaints  that  “the  new 
books  are  never  in.” 

In  October  a new  rule  was  made  extending  the  time  limit 
on  all  non-fiction,  except  juveniles  and  certain  recent  books 
much  in  demand,  from  two  to  four  weeks.  The  purpose  of 
this  rule  is  to  enable  those  borrowers  who  desire  books  for 
study  and  serious  reading  to  read  them  more  thoroughly 
and  leisurely  and  to  do  away  with  the  inconvenience  of  the 
renewal  at  the  end  of  two  weeks,  which  formerly  was  neces- 
sary. The  rule  was  also  extended  to  include  the  works  of 
certain  standard  novelists..  (See  list  Apx.  B). 

While  no  results  in  the  way  of  an  increase  in  the  circu- 
lation of  these  classes  were  really  expected,  the  rule  is  in 
the  line  of  a more  liberal  policy  toward  those  readers  who 
use  the  library  for  other  purposes  than  the  reading  of  popu- 
lar novels.  It  is  believed  that  this  move  has  been  appre- 
ciated. 


Children’s  Room  and  Work  with  Schools. 

The  circulation  of  books  from  the  children’s  room  during 
the  past  year  was  12,950.  This  is  larger  than  the  circu- 
lation in  any  one  year  since  the  children’s  room  was  in- 
stituted, by  more  than  1200  volumes.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  circulation  of  books  in  the  school  libraries  amounted  to 
2820  and  118  books  were  loaned  for  reference  work  in  the 
schools.  This  makes  a total  of  15888  books  loaned  for  chil- 
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dren’s  use  during  the  year,  being  thirty  per  cent  of  the  total 
circulation. 

Miss  Perry  who  has  had  direct  supervision  of  the  school 
libraries  has  prepared  the  following  excellent  resume  of  the 
subject  and  of  the  present  situation  regarding  these 
libraries. 

“In  February  1909,  the  subject  of  school  libraries  was 
suggested  to  the  grade  teachers  in  the  town.  They  seemed 
pleased  with  the  idea  and  each  of  the  schools  was  furnished 
with  a collection  of  books,  suited  to  the  different  grades. 
These  were  used  in  the  school  room  and  were  also  loaned 
to  the  children  to  take  home.  The  teachers  kept  a record 
of  the  circulation  and  once  a month,  the  children’s  librarian 
visited  the  schools  to  get  the  statistics  of  circulation  and  to 
see  if  any  of  the  books  needed  repairs.  The  advantages  of 
this  arrangement  are  that  all  the  children  are  brought  in 
contact  with  books  suitable  for  them  and  there  are  no  fines. 
On  the  other  hand,  most  of  the  schools  are  so  near  the 
library  that  it  seems  almost  unnecessary  to  have  books  cir- 
culated from  both  places.” 

Judging  from  the  circulation,  for  1909  and  1910,  the  ex- 
periment was  a success. 

Last  year,  when  the  schools  began,  we  let  the  teachers 
make  the  first  move.  The  result  was  that  ten  of  the  twenty 
schools  asked  for  school  libraries,  three  at  Oxford,  four  at 
the  Annex  and  three  at  the  Rogers  School. 

The  Oxford  Schools,  because  of  their  greater  distance 
from  the  library  have  always  appreciated  the  school  libra- 
ries. The  books  sent  to  this  school  are  read  by  parents  as 
well  as  the  children. 

Beside  the  schools  that  had  libraries,  most  of  the  other 
schools  asked  for  books  to  keep  in  the  school  room  to  use  in 
cnnection  with  the  study  of  history,  geography,  etc.,  and 
for  the  teacher  to  read  aloud  to  the  children.  As  these  were 
used  only  in  the  room,  no  statistics  of  their  use  could  be 
kept. 

At  the  High  School,  Miss  Ames  has  had  a collection  of 
about  200  books  for  her  classes.  These  she  has  loaned  to  her 
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pupils  and  the  record  of  circulation  is  entered  with  the 
school  libraries.  The  collection  loaned  to  the  other  teachers 
in  the  High  School  are  used  for  reference  work.” 


Bulletin. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1910,  the  Bulletin  was  changed  from 
quarterly  to  a monthly  publication  and  has  been  continued 
as  such  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  list  of  recent 
accessions,  with  annotations,  it  has  been  made  the  medium 
for  some  special  lists  of  books.  “What  to  make  and  What 
to  do”  a list  of  some  of  Jhe  books  in  the  library  written  to 
stimulate  and  instruct  boys  and  girls  in  the  direction  of 
practical  handicraft  appeared  in  the  January  Bulletin,  and 
a list  of  “Books  of  instruction  and  suggestion  for  holiday 
workers”  was  inserted  in  the  October  issue  in  anticipation  of 
the  Christmas  season.  The  policy  of  printing  timely  lists 
in  the  Bulletin  will  be  continued  from  time  to  time. 

Copies  of  a very  practical  and  suggestive  little  booklet 
called  “Children’s  books  for  Christmas  gifts”  compiled  by 
the  Louisville  Free  Public  Library  were  obtained  and  dis- 
tributed from  the  desk  in  connection  with  the  annual  ex- 
hibit of  Christmas  books. 


Building. 

Few  repairs  on  the  building  have  been  necessary  during 
this  year.  New  pipes  for  the  blow  off  and  for  some  of  the 
returns  to  the  boiler  were  put  in  during  the  summer. 


Personal. 

Mr.  Drew  B.  Hall,  after  ten  years’  service  as  librarian, 
resigned  in  April  to  become,  as  the  librarian  of  the  Somer- 
ville Public  Library,  the  successor  of  the  late  Sam  Walter 
Foss.  Mr.  Hall  left  to  his  successor  a library  remarkably 
well  organized  and  at  a high  grade  of  efficient  service. 
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In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  consideration,  confidence  and  support  which  I have  re- 
ceived in  my  six  months  ’ service  as  librarian. 

To  the  staff  of  the  library,  I wish  to  express  an  appre- 
ciation of  fine  spirit  wth  which  they  accepted  a different 
administration  and  the  cordial  support  which  they  have 
accorded  me.
